(BUSH TO UNIFY 


THREE SYSTEMS. 


W estern Pacific Without 
Head Until His Arrival. 
Jeffery Resigns as President 
and Gets New Job. 


Schlacks Retires and Is 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, July 15.—(Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] The Western Pa- 
cific Railway will be without à pres- 
ident or a vice-president tomorrow. 
It won't have any until Thursday 
night, at the earliest. 5 

The board of directors of the com- 
pany met today, accepted the resig- 
nation of President E. T. Jeffery, 
elected him chairman of the board of 
directors, and then accepted the res- 
ignation of Charles H. Schiacks as 
first vice-president and director. 

The board will meet again Wednes- 
day, in tion of the arrival of 
Benjamin F. Bush, head of the Mis- 
souri Pacific and Denver and Rio 
Grande systems, who is slated to be- 
come president of a third carrier, the 
Western Pacific, in keeping with the 
progmme by the eastern 
banking syndicate of which Bush is 
representative in Missouri Pacific and 
Rio Grande holdings, and which in- 
sisted upon the deposing of Jeffery 
before it would volunteer to finance 
what amounts practically to the com- 
pletion of the Western Pacific. 

Bush’s arrival in San Francisco 
will be but a prelude to his ascend- 
ency to the presidency of the rall- 
road. Vice-President Brown of the 
Rio Grande will take Schiacks’s place. 
What other changes will. be made by 
the successors of the Goulds in the 
administration of the Missouri Pa- 
tific-Rio Grande-Western Pacific sys- 
tem remains to be seen, but there is 
no doubt that changes will be made 
in order to give the heads of the new 
regime full sway over the transcon- 
tinental system. Bush intends unify- 
ing the management of the three 
roads in the same fashion that the 
late K. H. Harriman unified the 
Union Paciff®, Central Pacific and 
Southern Pacific systems. 


REGRET SCHLACKS’S GOING. 


The departure of Schlacke was 
genuinely regretted about local rail- 
road circles, especially in the execu- 
tive offices of the Western Pacific.

NEW SUPERINTENDENT PDAYING 
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Budget Figures Far Ahead of Ex- 
penses in First Year of Official’s 
Incumbency — Advises Specializa-
